Mukden. Oct. 10.—It ip reported that 
Ihe Russian army is advancing. Rain 
is hindering everything. The rivers 
are bank full and the fords are im­ 
passable. There are no bridges. Sup­ 
plies ot all sorts are delayed. 
Cossacks brought in captured guns 
and Japanese wounded prisoners on 
Oct. 17. Russian soldiers surrounded 
the prisoners and gave them bread and 
water and in other ways tried to re­ 
lieve t heir wants. News has just been 
received that the Japanese left flank 
has been driven back with heavy loss, 
and its retreat cut off. A Russian 
regiment is now being hurried to the 
scene in the hope ot completing the 
rout.An officer who has just returned 
from General Mistehenko’s division re­ 
ports that a sanguinary fight has taken 
place at Laitkhezi, fifteen miles south­ 
east of Shakhe, to which fort Genera! 
Mistchenko retired in order to pre­ 
serve communications between the 
Russian center and eastern flank. The 
Japanese made a determined effort to 
cut tho line of communication at this 
point and attacked under cover of a 
terrific cannonade. Out of one com­ 
pany of a Russian rifle brigade only 
f.11v men were left. Two companies 
that had expended their ammunition 
prior to the last Japanese attack lav in 
the Trenches until the Japanese were 
within a few paces. Then the Rus­ 
sians hurled 
a volley of stones, 
charged and broke the attacking line, 
compelling the Japanese to flee. 
There was fighting Tuesday on both 
sides of the Great Mandarin road.

ADVANCE TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 
Japs Did Not Look Upon Russian 
Move as a Bluff. 
Mukden. Oct. IB.—The continual 
vigilance of the combatants, and es­ 
pecially the serious acceptance by the 
Japanese army of the Russian advance, 
promises further fighting, although 
there has been already nine days of 
unprecedented and exhaustive con­ 
flict. The Japanese have been alter­ 
nately testing the Russian center and 
right flank, holding the Russians in a 
monotonous and bitter day to day re­ 
sistance on the line of contact. The 
Japanese apparently feared that the 
Russian advance would develop a su­ 
perior force of reserves. The dura­ 
tion of the contest already exceeds by 
several days the common prophecies, 
as it was believed that neither , side 
was capable of such -expenditure of 
men and munitions, which already is 
in excess of all the previous fighting 
within twenty-five miles of Liaeyang 
The floods have subsided. * The 
army is so 'near that the environs of 
the city have been depopulated.

High With Dead. 
Fidyatun.Six Miles East, of Shakhe, 
Oct. 19.—Fighting still continues on 
almost the whole front. The Japanese 
have made an unsuccessful attempt to 
recapture Lone Tree hill. The Rus­ 
sian infantry met several attacks and 
repulsed them all. There was a terri­ 
fic cannonading Monday night. Every­ 
one is terribly exhausted, but full ot 
fight. 
The battlefield of Lone Tree hill pre­ 
sents the most awful spectacle that 
can be conceived. The Russian and 
Japanese dead are mingled in heaps 
in inextricable confusion. The ground 
ie strewn with broken rifles that had 
been smashed in hand to hand fight­ 
ing. Everything seems to have been 
utilized as weapons. The Russian doc­ 
tors are working heroically on the 
slopes of the hill in the attempt to 
save those few injured who still sur­ 
vive, but the Japanese keep up a snip­ 
ing fire and render the work of relief 
difficult and dangerous. 
The fighting Tuesday slackened 
con Met ably owing to rain and the im­ 
passable condition cf the roads.

Fifteen Others Wounded in Fight With 
Mexican Bandits. 
Mexico City, Oct. 19.—Three persons 
killed and fifteen more or less serious­ 
ly injured, is the story of an encoun­ 
ter between soldiers and brigands in 
this federal district Tuesday. The 
dead are: Laurino Frias, Santa Julia; 
Nestor Flores, bandit; and unknown 
soldier. 
Crazed with drink, the desperadoes, 
Flores, Saledo and Herrera, went to 
the residence of Vincento Godinez at 
Santa Julia, a northern suburb of this 
city, and called for Godinez. When 
he issued from the house accompanied 
by Laurino Frias, a servant, the 
bandits opened fire upon them. Frias 
was instantly killed and Godinez bad­ 
ly wounded. 
When news of the tragedy reached 
the authorities of the city, twelve 
rurales were at once dispatched to a 
piantatir.n whither it was learned the 
desperadoes had fled. A pitched bat­ 
tle ensued, over Lift shots being ex­ 
changed, during which one soldier was 
killed. Flores was finally killed and 
Saledo captured after receiving sev­ 
eral wounds. Herrera, though badly 
injured, succeeded in making his es­ 
cape to the hills and a posse is now 
after him. 
Leonardo Enriquez, n civilian, 
accompanied the rurales was 
eight times and has little chan' 
recovery. Nearly every soldier in the 
squadron was wounded.

The tree of greatest value to Brazil 
and to the world at large Is the Hym* 
pbonea ©lastlea, the tree that produces 
the India rubber of eoinnmrce uiui of 
manifold usefulness. 
Here are some 
huge round balls of the pure rubber, 
except for the smoke that has been put 
Into it In th«* preparation of the ma­ 
terial for export. 
The rubber gatherer 
prepares u stick, which lie dips into the 
white milk sap of the nibtwr tree 
which he has gathered and then holds 
it in the smoke of an outdoor tire to 
coagulate. 
The dipping and smoking 
process go* « on till a large ball is form­ 
ed, and it is ready to ship to market. 
In in*»2 Brazil shipped nearly $37,000,- 
tmhi worth of raw rubber and imported 
only $,'»*>0,000 worth of manufactured 
rubber produets. 
The immense forests 
of northern Matto Grosso have not 
even been explored, and Brazil is able 
to assure the rest of the world that she 
has enough rubber for th** world’s uses 
for a long time to come. 


When the <*ry of tire rings out on the 
night in a Brazilian city very much 
the same hubbub takes place as In a 
North American town. 
But Brazilians 
have one piece of apparatus we do uot 
use. 
It is the human chute. 
It con­ 
sists of a stout piece of canvas long 
enough to reach on an easy slant from 
the fourth or fifth story of a building 
to the ground. 
One end Is hooked be­ 
hind an upper story window sill and 
the other held sepurely below, while e s­ 
caping occupants slide down with the 
utmost enjoyment, no doubt. 
In Bra­ 
zil the firemen are trained to make all 
their own apparatus as an economic 
policy, which appear« to work out most 
admirably, cultivating habits of indus­ 
try among the men and making each 
member of the department more valu­ 
able than otherwise he would be. 


Brazil's transportation exhibits em ­ 
brace many fine things in saddlery and 
odd things in the way of vehicles and 
mean« of travel In regions remote from 
the targe towns.

take fire. 
They had received the news 
of the earlier reverses 
stolidly and 
now accepted reports 
of Russian suc­ 
cesses and the capture of guns quietly, 
with satisfaction but with considerable 
reserve. 


Arouses Great Satisfa ction. 
Correspondents 
at th e front 
the 
past forty-eight hours had been hint­ 
ing that the Russian army was on the 
eve of another advance; 
lint it was 
thought here that the troops were too 
exhausted 
by more than 
a week of 
titanic struggle to engage in an imme­ 
diate advance movement. 
Therefore 
the news of the definite resumption of 
the advance was calculated to arouse 
the greater satisfaction; but the reali­ 
zation of the significance of news per­ 
meates the masses here more slowly 
than in American cities. 
The kaleidoscopic changes on the 
Shakhe have been too swift for the 
populace to follow, arui so tho better 
news from the front has been so far 
taken with comparative q u i e t . 
In the 
best informed circles, however, it. is 
already accepted 
as true. 
It 
is be­ 
lieved that General Kuropatkin intend­ 
ed to signalize the czarevitch's fete 'ey 
a victory 
just as 
the Grand 
Puke 
Nicholas did at Plevna. 
The failure of the war office to give 
out dispatches 
is attributed 
to the 
holiday, the tensor’s commission dis­ 
banding early. 
The Associated Press, 
however, hears on good authority that 
the emperor has received a telegram 
from 
General Kuropatkin 
reporting 
that the Russians are moving forward. 


Jap Reverse Not Y e t Reported. 
The reverse sustained by General Ya- 
madft’s column has not 
yet been re­ 
ported by General Kuropatkin or Gen­ 
eral Snkharoff except in a reference 
to 
an unsuccessful Japanese 
attack 
near 
Shakhe. 
A 
Mukden 
dispatch 
evidently refers to this affair in report­ 
ing t fiat the Japanese left had bee n 
beaten off with terrible slaughter aud 
Its retreat cut off by a Russian army 
corps. 
Another press dispatch from 
Mukden confirms the new s of the Rus­ 
sian advance, when telegraphing late 
last night, 
the correspondent 
says: 
“It is rumored that we are moving 
ahead.” 
There is no official confirmation here 
of tho report from Tokio that a Rus­

Even so late in the season as this, : 
one is filled with regret that th*' Pal ace : 
of Forestry, Fish anil Game was not 
made of r u b b e r , so that Brazil might 
have bad more room. I am sure Brazil 
could have furnished the rubber. The 
mention of rubber recalls a young la­ 
dy’s declaration: “Oh, I’m going to 
rubber and rubber to my heart's con­ 
tent. 
T hat’s what I pay my 50 cents 
for.” So w e are all “rubbering” every­ 
where, 
till 
our necks 
protest with 
lameness. 
Brazil! 
Vast beyond our apprecia­ 
tion! 
Wonderful beyond our compre­ 
hension! 
If you are losing flesh wor­ 
rying over the future timber supply, 
lf you are lying awake nights wonder­ 
ing where the succeeding generations 
nre going to get cord w ood to keep the 
family sawbuck from ennui. Just turn 
to Brazil. 
The Amazon forests con­ 
tain 2,0(10,000 square miles of timber. 
Think of the village newspaper sub­ 
scriptions still untouched in those bil­ 
lions of trees -and the paper pulp, too, 
lf necessity arises! Tw o million square 
miles! Ten times the area of France! 
Two-thirds the area of the I lilted 
States! 
Here at the world's fair Brazil has 
a very narrow’ space—-no mon* than a 
state allotment—but she was a late 
comer, and regrets are mutual. 
The 
Brazilian flora embraces more than 17,- 
OOo species. 
A vast expanse of the 
Amazon forests is inundated yearly, 
and it is here that the water loving 
trees grow in tropical luxuriance and 
density. 
Upon the uplands are the 
other forests, as old as Mount Ararat 
perhaps, and containing trees 300 feet 
high and Infinite In variety. 
As well 
might you expect a prince’s bride to 
crowd her trousseau into a collar box 
as to expect Brazil 
to display her 
woods in this narrow space. 
But she 
has made a brave effort and bas orna­ 
mented it with cases of birds and rep­ 
tiles and strange things of many sorts. 


The tree of greatest value to Brazil 
and to the world at large is the Sym ­ 
phonic elastica, the tree that produces 
the india rubber of commerce and of 
manifold usefulness. 
Here are soul** 
huge round balls of the pure rubber, 
except for the smoke that has been put 
into it in the preparation of the m a­ 
terial for export. 
The rubber gatherer 
prepares a stick, which he dips into the 
white 
milk sap of the rubber tree 
which he has gathered and then holds 
it in the smoke of an outdoor fire to 
coagulate. 
The dipping and smoking 
process goes on till a large ball is form­ 
ed, anil it is ready to ship to market. 
In 1902 Brazil shipped nearly $37,000,- 
000 worth of raw rubber and imported 
only $500,oi>o worth of manufactured 
rubber products. 
The immense forests 
of northern Matto Grosso have not 
even been explored, and Brazil is able 
to assure the rest of the world that she 
bus enough rubber for the world’s uses 
for a long time to come.

Collectors of butterflies and moths 
are attracted by the several ornamen­ 
tal collections of these insects. Here is 
one of the emperor moths ten inches or 
more from tip to tip and worth $15 in 
the moth collector’s catalogue. Brazil 
has m any brilliant species of butter­ 
flies, from the changeable or iridescent 
blue to the variegated kinds of infinite 
number. Very curious is the one known 
as the “living leaf.” a large insect 
w hose wings are the exact counter­ 
parts of tree or bush leaves. Why na­ 
ture so carefully shields the identity of 
one insect and makes others so bril­ 
liant as to catch the eye is one of the 
mysteries of creation. 
It would tai;** 
sharp eyes indeed to find a “living 
leaf” in its natural habitat, for in color 
and veining the w ings 
are perfect 
leaves. 
Huge tarantulas are center­ 
pieces in two collections. Such big fel­ 
lows are the more deadly, as it seems 
to be a law of nature that the mature 
insects and reptiles of the poisonous 
species are the more to be feared. The 
bite of such a tarantula would very 
likely 
result 
fatally 
within 
a 
few 
hours.

Brazil Is 
still too young a country to manufac­ 
ture articles for export, but she has 
deemed it w ise to prole to the world 
that she is in part supplying her home 
market 
with 
manufactured 
articles, 
such as cutlery, furniture, tools and im­ 
plements of many kinds, stationery, 
Jewelry, hardware, pottery, glass, fab­ 
rics of cotton, wool anil silk, leather 
goods and wearing apparel. 
Her dis­ 
play in th** electrical department shows 
the application 
of 
electricity 
rather 
than any attem pt at manufacturing 
electrical apparatus.

They had received the news 
of the earlier reverses stolidly and 
now accepted reports of Russian suc­ 
cesses and the capture of guns quietly, 
with satisfaction hut with considerable 
reserve. 
Arouses Great Satisfa ctio n. 
Correspondents at the front the 
past forty-eight hours had been hint­ 
ing that the Russian army was on the 
eve of another advance; 
but it was 
thought here that the troops were too 
exhausted by more than a week of 
titanic struggle to engage in an imme­ 
diate advance movement. Therefore 
the news of the definite resumption of 
th** advance was calculated to arouse 
the greater satisfaction; but the reali­ 
zation of the significance of news per­ 
meates the masses hen- more slowly 
than ir. American cities. 
The kaleidoscopic changes on the 
f Shakhe have been too swift for the 
| populace to follow, and so the better 
I news from the front has been so far 
taken with comparative quiet. In the 
j best informed circles, however, it is 
i already accepted as true. It is be­ 
lieved that General Kuropatkin intend­ 
ed to signalize the czarevitch's fete by 
a victory just as the Grand Duke 
Nicholas did at I’levna. 
The failure of the war office to give 
out dispatches is attributed to the 
holiday, the censor’s commission dis­ 
banding early. The Associated Press, 
however, hears on good authority that 
the emperor has received a telegram 
from General Kuropatkin reporting 
that the Russians are moving forward. 


Jap Reverse Not Y e t Reported. 
The reverse sustained by Genera! Ya- 
mada’s column has not yet been re­ 
ported by General Kuropatkin or Gen­ 
eral Sakhnroff except in a reference 
to an unsuccessful Japanese attack 
near Shakhe. A Mukden dispatch 
evidently refers to this affair in report­ 
ing that th»1 Japanese left had b een 
beaten off with terrible slaughter and 
its retreat cut off by a Russian army 
corps. Another press dispatch from 
Mukden confirms the news of the Rus­ 
sian advance, when telegraphing late 
last night, the correspondent says: 
“It is rumored that we are moving 
ahead.” 
There is no official confirmation here 
of the report from Tokio that a Rus­ 
sian attack on the Japanese right on 
Oct. 17 had been repulsed. If this re­ 
port should prove true, it may in­ 
volve serious consequences for the 
Russians who crossed the Shakhe 
w h ile th e river was fordable.

Brazil I Vast beyond our apprecia­ 
tion! Wonderful beyond our compre­ 
hension! If you are losing flesh wor­ 
rying over the future timber supply, 
if you are lying awake nights wonder­ 
ing where the succeeding generations 
are going to get cord xvood to k(*cp the 
family saw-buck from ennui. Just turn 
to Brazil. The Amazon forests con­ 
tain 2.000,000 square miles of timber. 
Think of the village newspaper sub­ 
scriptions still untouched in those bil­ 
lions of trees—-and the paper pulp, too, 
if necessity arises! Two million square 
miles!

States! 
Here at the w’orld’s fair Brazil has 
a very narrow* space—no mor*' than a 
state allotment—but she was a late 
comer, and regrets are mutual.

Collectors of butterflies and moths 
are attracted by the several ornamen­ 
tal collections of these insects. Ilere is 
one of the emperor moths ten inches or 
more from tip to tip and worth $15 in 
the moth collector’s catalogue. Brazil 
has many brilliant species of butter­ 
flies. from the changeable or iridescent 
blue to the variegated kinds of infinite 
number. Very curious is the one known 
as the “living leaf.” a large insect 
whose wings are flu* exact counter­ 
parts of tree or bush leaves. Why na­ 
ture so carefully shields the identity of 
one insect and makes others so bril­ 
liant as to catch the eye is one of the 
mysteries of creation. It would take 
sharp eyes indeed to liml a “living 
leaf” in its natural habitat, for in color 
and veinlng the wings are perfect 
lenves. Huge tarantulas are center­ 
pieces in two collections. Such big fel­ 
lows are the more deadly, as it seems 
to be a law of nature that the mature 
insects and reptiles of the poisonous 
species are the more to be feared. The 
bite of such a tarantula would very 
likely result fatally within a few 
hours.

plements of many kinds, stationery, 
Jewelry, hardware, pottery, glass, fab­ 
rics of cotton, wool and silk, leather 
goods and wearing apparel. Her dis­ 
play in tin* electrical department shows 
the application of electricity rather 
than any attempt at manufacturing 
electrical apparatus.

Wlieu the cry of fire rings out on the 
night in a Brazilian city very much 
the same hubbub takes place as in a 
North American town. But Brazilians 
have one piece of apparatus we do not 
use. It is the human chute. It con­ 
sists of a stout piece of canvas long 
enough to reach on an easy slant from 
the fourth or tifth story of a building 
to the ground. One end is hooked be­ 
hind an upper story window sill and 
the other held securely below, while es­ 
caping occupants slide down with the 
utmost enjoyment, no doubt. In Bra­ 
zil the firemen are trained to make all 
their own apparatus as an economic 
policy, which appears to work out most 
admirably, cultivating habits of indus­ 
try among the men and making each 
member of the department more valu­ 
able than otherwise he would be. 


Brazil’s transportation exhibits em­ 
brace many fine things in saddlery and 
odd things in the way of vehicles and 
means of travel in regions remote from 
the large towns. In agriculture, for­ 
estry, mines and metallurgy, fish and 
game and anthropology Brazil is a 
country of incomparable resources. 
Coffee is her greatest exhibit, and 
her displays are made upon the main 
floor of the government pavilion, where 
samples are served to the public. Here 
also the coffee hulling machinery may 
be seen in operation. Brazil’s expendi­ 
ture at the world’s fair is $000,000.

Said Nothing About his Affairs 
Before 
Death and he 
was 
Thought to be Poor 
A man may be alone without friends 
or relatives in this world, but if he is 
possessed of a goodly sum of the coin of 
the realm, lie is anything but a lonely 
tnan. A peculiar case has come to light 
in this city. 
Olaf Johnson went to St, Joseph’s hos 
pital a short time ago for treatment 
but he died on Monday last and his re­ 
mains were taken to the D. M. Clark 


& Co. morgue to await the disposition 
of relatives, if the old man had any. 
While at the hospital he paid his bills 
promptly, but his general appearance 
and demeanor did not indicate that he 
was worth anything in the sense of hav­ 
ing means. 
After his death an examination of his 
affairs disclosed 
the fact that the 
old gentleman had in his possession cer- 
tilicates of deposit representing sums 
in some of the banks of Bismarck and 
Mandan, N. D., aggregating $13,960. 
Besides this he had a note for $500, 
making his total fortune over $14,000 
nearly all in cash. 
From papers in his pocket it was 
learned that he had a friend living in 
Minneapolis by the name of Magnus 
Johnson. Judge Sanborn, of the pro 
bate court, took the matter up with Mr. 
Johnson and he has been in the city 
lending such assistance as he can to set­ 
tle the estate, lie states so far as he 
knows the old gentleman had no rela­ 
tives in this country, and he does not 
know that lie had any in the old country. 
He has been very reticent about giving 
out any information regarding his finan­ 
cial affairs and Mr. Johnson states that 
he did not realize the old man had as 
much money. 
A lot was purchased in Evergreen 
cemetery and the deceased will be given 
a decent burial while Judge Sanborn 
will make an effort to find a legal heir 
to the estate or make such other dispo­ 
sition as the law requires.
